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The Cost of Typewriters and Other Things. 


“The time has come,” the walrus said,

“As the years passed, the coolie’s wage became smaller 
and smaller until it was occasionally reported to be only a 
nickel a day and Brisbane's reputed dishonorarium rose just 
as steadily to $75,000 and finally to $100,000 a year. 

“Finally someone pointed out that Brisbane was appar- 
ently being paid with the money the Chinese did not get 
and there the matter rested until a few days ago, when, in 
an article, “The Value of a Customer,’ by Jean Blum, the 
manufacturing cost of a typewriter was stated to be $6.15. 

“It now appears that in addition to the myths about the 
coolie’s wages and Mr. Brisbane’s salary, there is current a 
myth about the manufacturing cost of a typewriter. 

“Of course, the point in Mr. Blum’s article was not that 
the typewriter manufacturers were making an exorbitant 
profit, but that it costs more to distribute many, or in fact 
most products, than it does to make them. 


“The high cost of distribution is one of America’s most 


pressing problems. Edward A. Filene, the Boston mer- 
chant, has recently written a book which maintains that 
only standardized (Ford type) manufacturing and some- 


thing closely approaching chain store selling, can reduce 
the cost of living 

“Thorstein Veblen, the economist, in his book, Absentee 
Ownership, asserts that all of the gains of more efficient 
production are absorbed by salesmanship which, he main- 
tains, is so highly organized today that the manufacturer is 
no longer a free agent. 

“In the meantime The Mailbag is attempting to trace the 
origin of the mythical price of the typewriter and will re 
port later.” 

This talk about the cost of typewriters is all wrong. 
Typewriters don’t cost anything except to gather them. 
They grow on trees. Up in the older settlements, such 
as Ilion, N. Y., in the Mohawk valley, Hartford and 
New Haven, Conn., near Long Island Sound, Syracuse 
and Groton, in Central New York and along the East 
River in New York City typewriter orchards are to be 
found. There are a few also in the Middle West. 
Most of the trees are vigorous, require frequent prun- 
ing and demand no more water than that provided by 
natural environment. Well do we remember the fra- 
grance of the blossoms of the typewriter tree in early 
June, which inspired that sentimental verse. 


‘In the shade of the typewriter tree.” We 
always thrilled at the closing lines—‘*With a heart that 
is true, I'll be waiting for you in the shade of the 
typewriter tree’; and how we liked to see the piles of 
ripe typewriters under the trees just after the first 
frost! Even now we can hear in memory the soft thud 
of their falling as they hit the dewy sward while the 
reluctant sun peeped through the haze on the eastert 
horizon. Six fifteen apiece is preposterous. The 
gangs of pickers who travel through the country can 
gather them for much less.

This letter, you will agree, is friendly in tone, just a 
bit flattering to the recipient and certainly expresses a 
desire to serve. While it might appear, on first reading, 
that such a letter could be used by only a very large 
store, I certainly believe that much of it could be used 
by even a very small stationer to advantage. Every 
stationery store—no matter how small—has some dis- 
tinctive merit to recommend it to the general public. 
That “something” must be discovered by the proprietor 
and must be injected into the form letters he prepares 
to send out to new customers. Of course, it is needless 
to add that these letters should be followed up by a 
personal call from one of the salesmen. The letter will 
have served as a most effective introduction for your 
representative and will make his task easier than the 





one which confronts his competitor who has sent no 
letter. The many favorable comments we have heard 
from customers about this letter—customers who have 
opened an account with us because of it—makes 

sure that it has proved of great benefit. 
recommend a letter similar to it for the use of all 
tioners in their attempts to secure new business 

In addition to scouring the business publication 
your city for prospects, it is well to have your sales 
keep on familiar terms with building superintendents 
and elevator starters. They are in a position to know 
about office changes sometime in advance and, if proj 
erly approached, they are usually willing to divulge 
this information thereby giving you an ad 
of “red hot” prospects. 

[t sometimes happens that you have customers al 
ready on your books who buy one line of merchandise 
from you but who do not buy in your other depart 
ments.
